VATICAN CITY (NC)— The 
prerecorded voice of Pope John 
Paul II sounded clear and strong 
at his’ weekly Angelus message 
July-19, adding to the speculation 
that he would soon be released 
from the hospital. 


The day before a bulletin fom 
his doctors at Rome’s Gemelli 
Polyclinic, where he had been 
recovering from a viral illness 
since June 20, said the pope’s 
fever had been gone “‘for several 
days.” 


It was widely rumored that 
possibly on July 23, the expected 
date of the next medical bulletin, 
the 61-year-old pontiff would be 
released from the hospital.

Bishops ask limitations on term 


WASHINGTON (NC)— An 
official of the National Conference of 
Catholic Bishops (NCCB) and the 
U.S. Catholic Conference (USCC) 
confirmed that the NCCB Admin- 
istrative Committee has approved a 
proposal to use the term ‘‘ministry’’ 
in NCCB-USCC documents only for 
ordained ministry and designated lay 
ministry. 

The proposal by the NCCB Com- 
mittee on Doctrine further specified 
that: 


e By ‘‘ordained ministry’’ the 
committee means the official work of 
people in the orders of bishop, priest, 
and deacon, and 


© By ‘‘designated lay ministry’’ 
the committee means the official work 
of acolyte or reader (lector) carried 
out by people commissioned in those 
two canonical offices; any other func- 
tions that the Holy See may similarly 
establish in the future; and functions 
established by a bishop in charge of a 
diocese that are important, that are 
performed in the name of the commu- 
nity and that serve a permanent need 
of the Church. These ministries are 
exercised by people officially 
designated to perform them. .

VATICAN CITY (NC)— An in- 
creasing number of priests who left 
the ministry are seeking to return, 
according to data in the 1,300-page 
L’Attivita della Santa Sede 1980 
(Activities of the Holy See 1980). 


The book, which went on sale in 
early July, is an unofficial but author- 
ized annual summary of papal 
speeches, documents and meetings, 
and annual reports by Vatican offices 
and agencies. 


. AMONG PAPAL events it 
includes reports on four trips abroad 
(six African countries, France, Brazil, 
and West Germany), 11 in Italy, and 
the other speeches given and meetings 
attended ‘by Pope John Paul II in 
1980. That section takes up 800 pages 
of tightly spaced print. 

In the book’s last 450 pages one can 
discover new trends or particular 
Vatican concerns, as they are 
expressed in the reports of the various 
departments of the Vatican. 


The Vatican’s Congregation for the 
Doctrine of the Faith reported that its 
disciplinary office “‘has cared espe-

CHRISTIAN IDEALS — A reun- 
ion at St. Mary’s College in Winona, 
Minn., brought together the Brothers 
of the Christian Schools and also 
former Brothers and their families. 
Christian Brother Paul Grass, vice 
president for administration at St: 
Mary’s, said about 180 of the 350 
men attending the reunion were 
former members of the order who 
have returned to lay life. Many of the 
ex-Brothers said what they had 
learned as Brothers affected them at 
work and in their family life. ‘“They 
still acted on Christian Brothers’ 
ideals,’’ Brother Grass said. 


Vatican 


ARMENIAN RITE— Pope John 
Paul II established two separate 
Armenian-Rite jurisdictions in the 
Americas. One is for the United 
States and Canada, the other for 
Latin America.. The papal actions 
mean that for the first time in their 
history Armenian-Rite Catholics 
living in the Americas will have their 
own bishops instead of depending on 
the local bishops of the Latin Rite. 
The pope established an exarchate 
with New York as its See city for 
Armenian-Rite Catholics in the 
United States and Canada. 


$25.4 MILLION DEFICIT— 
The Vatican projects a $25.4 million 
deficit for 1981, according to a 
communique from the Vatican press 
office. The announcement came after 
a two-day meeting of a special council 
of 15 cardinals recently formed by the 
pope to help the Vatican come to grips 
with financial and _ organizational 
problems. It was only the second time 
that the Vatican had issued a public 
statement of its financial status. 


ANTI-CHRISTIANITY— In 
India ‘‘there are repeated violations 
of the rights of and also violence 
against the minorities, Christian and 
non-Christian,’’ according to Fides, 
news agency of the Vatican Congre- 
gation for the Evangelization of 
Peoples.‘ ‘“The bishops of India have 
often denounced such anti-consti- 
tutional and at the same time anti- 
human action,’’ said Fides. One 
reason for the discrimination against 
Christians is the growing number of 
Indian converts to Christianity.

‘DEMAND FREEDOM’— A 
hunger strike staged by two dozen 
men and women on the steps of St. 
Matthew’s Cathedral in Washington 
sought the release of Salvadoran 
refugees held by the military in 
Honduras and Guatemala. ‘‘We 
demand freedom for Christian Salva- 
dorans abducted by Guatemalan and 
Honduran security forces,’’ read a 
20-foot-long banner displayed. by the 
group of Americans and Latin Amer- 
icans. 


CHURCHES BACK COs— The 
South African government should 
allow conscientious objection, to mili- 
tary service, according to a statement 
signed by nine Christian churchmen, 
representing the Catholic, Anglican, 
Presbyterian, Congregational, and 
Methodist denominations. They 
asked the government ‘‘to regularize 
the position of conscientious objectors 
through the provision of alternative 
non-military forms of national 
service.’ 

ANTI-CRIME PROGRAM— 
The pastors and congregations of six 
downtown St. Petersburg churches 
have combined ecumenical outreach 
with local crime control efforts to help 
build a better neighborhood. Church- 
Care, as their program is called, 
began as a weekly prayer session 
involving half a dozen clergymen. 
The program, beginning in Sep- 
tember, will include a 24-hour crisis 
telephone line and a neighborhood 
crime watch. 


BLACK PERSPECTIVE— The 
Black Perspective on the National Cateche- 
tical Directory has been published by 
Auxiliary Bishop James P. Lyke of 
Cleveland. The 314-page unofficial 
document discusses the psychological, 
philosophical, historical, and socio- 
logical ingredients of the black exper- 
ience.

Reaching out 


The old song ‘‘Old soldiers never die, they 
only fade away,’’ was quoted by General 
Douglas MacArthur when he made his final 
dramatic appearance before both Houses of 
Congress many years ago. Yet it is not only of 
military soldiers that this might be said—that 
they never die. Those ‘’soldiers of Christ’’ (a 
phrase too militaristic for some in today’s 
aggressive age) who serve in the ‘’unincor- 
porated’ areas of the world as missionaries 
truly ‘soldier on’’ for decades. 

For instance, Father Julian Villegas, the 
oldest Dominican missionary in Taiwan, has 
been spreading the Good News there for no 
less than 60 years. Born in Spain in 1897 and 
ordained to the priesthood in Manila in 1921, 
he went straight to Taiwan as a missionary, 
where he has remained ever since. He founded 
many mission stations and was twice 
Dominican regional superior there. Even 
today, at age 84, he continues his missionary 

work, as a parish assistant in Ping-tung. 
“Old missionaries never die...’ they 
certainly live on in the thousands and 
thousands of lives which are affected by their 
love, their devotion, and their faith. From the 
work of those first ‘“missionaries’’ at the first 
Christian Pentecost, who were accused of 
being drunk because they were so ‘‘high’’ on 
the Good News, down to the faith of the latest

lives have been changed, billions of people 
brought to Christianity, by the sacrifice and 
devotion of “Christ's front line.’’ 

By contrast with those who live toa ripe old 
age there are, unfortunately, too many 
missionaries who are cut down in the prime of 
their lives by people opposed to the spread of 
faith or who consider a missionary a threat to 
political ambitions.. Thus. the long list of 
martyrs, a daily toll. 

But whether they live a short life or a long 
one, there is one salient feature of their lives, 
best expressed by the Gospel of St. Matthew: 
“Offer no resistance to injury. When a person 
strikes you on the right cheek, turn and offer 
him the other. If anyone wants to-go to. law 
over your shirt, hand him your coat as well.’ 

In other words, don’t let the frustrations of 
opposition or tribulation stop you persevering 
toward your goal. Sure, offer the other 
cheek...hand him your coat as well—but go 
forward toward your goal with determination. 

This Gospel is not telling us to be a softie, a 
patsy, a carpet for others to walk over. It is’ 
telling us to face up to challenges, not to be 
sidetracked by them, and accept the 
rebuffs—but to carry on in Christ’s name. 

And that’s the motto of missionaries 
everywhere. If they had not persisted in the 
face of great odds, where would our faith be

ALPINE—A one-year temporary 
assignment in San Diego turned into 
an eight-year stay in our diocese, but 
Sister of St. Joseph Genevieve Lane 
finally returned home to Cleveland 
last month, leaving the disabled 
children she worked with and _ their 
parents richer for her stay. 


Returning to Cleveland with her is 
another CSJ, Sister Mary Agnes

Feledik, who for the past year has 
shared with Sister Genevieve the hard 
work and long hours that go with 
establishing and running a residence 
home for the developmentally 
disabled. 


CALLED GREAT Oaks Village, 
the home here is unusual in that it is 
owned and supervised by a board of 


directors consisting of the parents of __ 
its residents and professionals who | 


work with the disabled. 


But an even more: unusual thing 
about Great Oaks is its philosophy, 
which is geared to providing more 
than just custodial care. 


“‘People have a right to an 
environment that is not restrictive, 
and which. lends itself to letting them 
develop mentally, socially, emotion- 
ally, physically and spiritually,’’ said 
Sister Genevieve. 


‘*THERE IS a retarded child born 
in this country every five minutes,’’ 
she said. ‘“What happens when they 
grow up or when their parents are no 
longer able to care for them?’’ 


This idea of self-sufficiency is the 
motivating force behind the program 
at Great Oaks, and having planted 
the seed and seen it blossom,’ Sister 
Genevieve is returning home to rejoin 


the Religious community of Sisters _ 


she left behind. ; : 
When she came to San Diego 
eight years ago, Sister Genevieve first 
taught in the special - education 
department at the University of San 
Diego. Because “community is so 
important to her life as a Sister, she 
stayed with the Religious. of the 
Sacred Heart (RSCJ) on campus. 


“I DON’T EVER want to be 
without community, and my stay with 
thé Sisters.at USD was a happy time 
for me, but it just wasn’t the same as 
being back with my own order and 
participating in their life,’ said 
Sister. ae 


_ “My own superior gave me per- 
mission to come to San Diego for one 
year, and that’s been renewed several 
times. But I’m anxious to return 
home and rejoin my own community, 
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a beautiful group of Sisters.”’ 


The Sisters of St. Joseph in Cleve- 
land are primarily diocesan, said 
Sister Genevieve, although one is now 
in Alaska, another in El Salvador. 


_ The order jg still primarily concerned 


with education, although since the 
Second Vatican Council, many 
Sisters are now engaged in pastoral 
work in the Cleveland area. 


‘OUR RULE requires us to live in 
small groups, but there is always 
contact between the smaller groups 
and the community as a whole,’’ said 
Sister. ‘“The community is supportive 
when we are working together for the 
same goals, but most important to me 
is the sharing...especially when it 
comes to decision-making and 
prayerful discernment. How does my 
decision affect the whole 
community?”’ 


Sister Genevieve is returning to - 


Cleveland to rejoin the women she left 
behind eight years ago to be part of 
their community once again, to live 
her Religious vocation to its fullest 
extent. : 
“‘A healthy Religious is a happy 
Religious, and only real community 
makes that possible,’’ said Sister. 
“*But community is like so many other 
things; it has to be worked at.”’

O’Neill Martin: ‘loyal, caring’ 


SAN DIEGO— The death of 
O’Neill P. Martin last month at the 
age of 58 was keenly felt by many 
throughout the diocese. One measure 
of that was the number of people who

crowded into St. Vincent de Paul 
Church in Mission Hills fpr a funeral 
Mass, when more than 20 priests 
joined Bishop Leo T. Maher as con- 
celebrants. 


“‘Mr. O’ Neill Martin made a great 
contribution to the work of the 
Church as legal counsel. He was 
generous with his time, as well as very 
helpful in his capable advice. He is 
deeply missed and very much appre- 
ciated,’’ said the bishop. 

LIKE HIS FATHER before him, 
O’Neill Patrick Martin was the 
lawyer for the Diocese of San Diego, 
representing the Church, as well as 
many schools and other institutions, 
and a number of priests and Sisters, 
in many civil matters over the past 18 
years. 


He was most recently put to the test 
when Mercy Hospital was sued by a 
resident physician who charged that 
he was fired for his opposition to 
abortion. It was Martin’s defense that 
led to a judgment in favor of Mercy, 
upholding the hospital’s contention 
that the firing was on administrative 
grounds. ° 

‘‘He was dedicated to the.image 
and philosophy of the Catholic 
hospital,’” remembered Mercy Sister 
M. Joanne, executive director of 
Mercy Hospital. ‘‘We admired him 
for his loyalty and dedication. He 
very much had our interests at heart 


and was very careful in his guidance . 


of our legal affairs.”’ 
MSGR. I. BRENT Eagen, dio- 


cesan chancellor, praised Martin for 
his ‘‘ability to think with .the 
Church,’’ and for his integrity, 
dedication, and devotion to moral and 
ethical standards. 


“*From his father, Nicholas Martin, 
he received his background and 
understanding of the Church,’’ said 
Msgr. Eagen. ‘‘In the 12 years I 
worked closely with him his counsel 
was always cautious, prudent, and 
correct. He was a solid lawyer. I shall 
miss not only his professionalism but 
his loyal and abiding friendship.’’ 


Martin was born in San Diego and 
attended St. Augustine High School. 
After military service during World 
War Il, he graduated from Loyola 
University Law School and practiced 
law with his father, later guiding the 
diocese in its own legal matters. In 
addition to following his father as 
diocesan lawyer, he was, like his 
father, Grand Knight of the Knights 
of Columbus, San Diego Council 
1349; his grandfather, Patrick, was 
the founding Grand Knight of San 
Diego in 1908. Martin was named a 
Knight of St. Gregory by Pope Paul 
VI in 1970. 


HE IS SURVIVED by his wife, 
Ardella, three sons and two 
daughters; his youngest child is a 
recent graduate of University High 
School. His brother John thinks of 
him as ‘‘probably the last of his kind. 
He was almost too caring, too ethical. 
His work and his children took up all 
of his time.”’ 


Admits shooting 


ROME (NC)—.On tlie first day of 
his trial Mehmet Ali Agca said he shot 
Pope John Paul II, rejected Italy’s 
right to try him for the. attempted 
murder, and vowed to go on a hunger 
strike in five months if a world court 
does not hear his case. 


“On May 13 I was inside the 
confines of the Vatican when I shot 
the chief of state of the Vatican. I 
don’t agree to be tried in an Italian 
court;’’ he said in a statement at the 


opening of his trial July 20. - 


For the unprecedented trial—the 
first time in history that Italy has tried 
someone for an attempt on a pope’s 
life—the 23-year-old Turk, a con- 
victed murderer in his native country 
and accused:by Turkish authorities of 
belonging to a Turkish terrorist 
group, was surrounded by. security 
measures unheard of in Italian courts.

She needs no defenders 


Attack Mother Teresa? Why not attack motherhood, the 
flag, and apple pie? Of course, motherhood and the flag 
have been getting their lumps lately, so why not Mother 
Teresa? 


Two. Sisters and a United Presbyterian minister have 
teamed up—like flies at a July picnic—to tell the world 
that Mother Teresa is doing a disservice to American nuns 
and the Church at large. 


Can you guess what disservice the little nun from the 
streets of Calcutta—whose weather-beaten face and blue 
and white sari are known throughout the world —is 
rendering? 

She is being used by men and media to personify a pre- 
Vatican II view of faith which does not address evils like 
defense spending or ‘‘societal traumas and male 
domination in the Church.’’ That’s what the Albanian- 
born Nobel Peace Prize winner is guilty of, according to 
her critics. 


One of her critics explains what’s wrong with the Sister 
who has become the world’s leading symbol of Christ’s love 
for the poorest ofthe poor. ‘‘She lives under an old 
tradition,’’ the nun said, ‘‘that we have been living away 
from since Vatican II.’’ 


. The tradition Mother Teresa follows is not only pre- 
Vatican II, it goes back some 2,000 years —to the time 
of Jesus of Nazareth. He also fed the hungry, healed the 
sick, and brought comfort to the poor and wretched of 
the earth. : 

If some Sisters have been ‘“‘living away’’ from this 
tradition, it seems they have moved in the wrong direction. 

The United Presbyterian campus minister, who 


criticized Mother Teresa in Christian Century magazine, 
shares the nuns’ concerns that Mother Teresa is not 


interested in changing social systems or in issuing prophetic 


criticism of society. 


They are bothered, it appears, by the fact that Mother 
Teresa doesn’t carry picket signs, splash blood on defense 
plants, or sign petitions for the Equal Rights Amendment. 


If it is not prophetic criticism to lash out at abortion, as 
Mother Teresa has repeatedly done, then we don’t 
know such criticism when we see it. 


Picketing, petitioning, and splashing blood are certainly 
potent forms of social protest. But if Mother Teresa 
chooses other ways to demonstrate her concern for the 
unborn, the dying, and the victims of prejudice in the inner 
cities of the world, that is her right. 

To criticize her for ‘‘being used by men and media’’ as a 
model for today’s Sisters is to criticize the wrong party. 


Mother Teresa needs no defense from us. She will 
continue doing her own thing — regardless of Ma on her 
lifestyle. 


It is perfectly legitimate for other Sisters to attack 
defense spending, unjust social systems, and discrim- 
ination against women. But to accuse Mother Teresa of 
disservice to American nuns and the Church at large 
because she does not join these causes is simple summer 
madness.

It is encouraging to know that a 


dialogue will continue between repre- 
sentatives of the National Conference 
of Catholic Bishops and Women’s 
Ordination Conference on the ordina- 
tion of women. This indicates an 
openness to the workings of the Holy 
Spirit who continues to renew the 
Church in our time. 


At a time when male vocations are

7 
to 9 million unborn babies have been 
killed by abortion since. 


Nationwide abortion has become a 
multi-billion-dollar industry. In 
California one abortion chain alone 
accounted for about 60,000 abortions 
and some 12 million dollars in income 
in 1980. 


The goal of the right-to-life 
movement is to. reverse the 
horrendous Supreme Court decision 
with a constitutional amendment that 
will protect innocent human life from 
the time of fertilization. 


The elimination of public funds for 
abortion has been partially successful 
on the federal level but unsuccessful 
in California to date because of the 
adverse decision by the California 
Supreme Court on March 20.

Eucharist unites us with God 


VATICAN CITY (NC)—The Eucharist unites people 
with God and with one another, Pope John Paul II said ina 
papal brief (letter) to Cardinal Bernardin Gantin, his 
personal legate to the International Eucharistic Congress 
(July 16-23) in Lourdes, France. 

In the handwritten Latin letter, the pope noted that he 
would have personally attended the final days of the 
congress ‘‘if the Lord had not decided otherwise.”’ 


Focusing on the importance of the Eucharist in Christian 
life, the pope commented, ‘‘Indeed this very eucharistic 
bread offered once for us is passed on without ceasing so 
that men at times separated from one another but often 


called back to the unity of the divinity may uncover in . 


themselves a new love for God and a new bond of brotherly 
closeness with one another, 


‘‘The true renewal of the world, of which humankind 
stands in so much need today, is above all spiritual and 
supernatural,’’ the pope said. ‘‘But this sacrament of 
inexpressible divine love creates all men anew and restores 
them in the mystical presence, saving grace, and light- 
bearing teaching of Christ the Savior Himself.”’ 


The papdl brief formally declared Cardinal Gantin, 
who is president of the Pontifical Justice and Peace Com- 
mission, the pope’s personal legate and representative at 
the eucharistic congress. 


It urged Catholics, whether they participated in the 
congress personally or only indirectly, to draw new hope 
and spiritual renewal from the congress. 


The letter was sealed with the fisherman’s ring of the 
pope but was signed for the ailing pope by his secretary of 


state, Cardinal Agostino Casaroli.

What is God up to? 


Last week there was a lunar eclipse. 


For centuries men and women have tried to discover 
who God is, where He is, and what He is up to. They have 
studied the stars; they have examined the entrails of 
animals and read the palms of their own hands; they have 
fretted over the hidden meaning of their dreams and fan- 
tasies; they have attempted to understand the surprising, 
the unexpected, the wondrous. 


In the modern world, people anxiously read stock 
market reports, gold prices, and international exchange 
rates; they rush to the morning paper to check their 
horoscopes; they seek professional help in dealing with 
their anxieties and fears; arid with an intensity that Sig- 
mund Freud would admire, they analyze their every 
motive and desire. But they are still trying to discover who 
God is, where He is, and what He is up to. 


Ancients interpreted eclipses as signs of divine approval 
or disapproval, favor or disfavor, presence or absence. Our 
Catholic faith appreciates the importance of the natural 
world. Confessing that Jesus-is Lord, we acknowledge His 
Father as the God of creation. It was He who fashioned and 
governs the world in which we live: the world of nature, the 
world of science, the world of causes and effect; even ne 
world of lunar eclipses. 

Despite our modern ability to explain and predict 
eclipses, however, they will never seem thoroughly or- 
dinary. There is something about the unusual that inspires 
wonder and awe, even when it is predictable. It can still 
it can still thrill us; it can lead us to God. 


We are still much like our ancestors. Science and 
technology are great gifts that can answer many of our 
questions. But they will never satisfy the depths of human 
curiosity.

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homecoming. We know that we are returning to a 
loving Father and that here is where we have always 
belonged, but there is also the feeling of appre- 
hension, the fear of what might be waiting to startle 
or challenge us. 


FOR SOME OF US, the more fortunate ones, 
death is truly like going home after a long and tiring, 
albeit gratifying, journey and we slip into the 
waiting embrace of our Father without a qualm and 
only a great feeling of peace and rightness. Truly, 
for them, there is no question but that it is good to be 
home, no matter what loving relationships they may 
be relinquishing, nor what happiness may lie 
behind. 


For them there is a readiness to move on to other 
things, plumb new depths and seek out new 
horizons. For others there may be a reluctance to 
leave behind what must be left and a struggle to 
resist the inevitable onward movement. Then death 
is something to be fought and resented — perhaps as 
homecoming is sometimes. 


Often our secret fears and insecurities can make 
our transition frightening and threatening without 
real cause. But always there must. be that time of 
adjustment when we adapt to the strange thing 
happening to us, and try to recognize what it means. 


We’re home at last, at last 


Coming home to the Father is all too often marred 
by our own unnecessary guilts and over-anticipation 
of divine punishment. 


THAT PROBABLY SAYS a great deal about 
our relationship with Him! It is like returning to a 
family with whom we have quarrelled and separated 
ourselves from in the past and from whom we really 
do not expect forgiveness and forgetfulness. But 
when we have loved and forgiven ourselves, the 
homecoming is proportionately happier and simpler 
and fulfilling. 


And when we have anticipated it and, in fact, 
longed for the reunion, chances are that someone 
will look at us and say, ‘‘Ah, you have not changed, 
but you are more completely yourself, more the 
person you were always meant to be.’’ And that can 
be immensely gratifying because that is what life is 
really about. 


And it seems only reasonable to suggest that God 
will greet us much in the same way on our return to 
Him, not asking for a detailed account of our accom- 
plishments or frowning at our many failures, but 
with pleasure that we have grown more like His 
image of us, more as He designed us to be. 


~The challenge of God’s call 


July 26, 1981, Seventeenth Sunday in Ordinary 
Time. 1 Kings 3:5,7-12; Romans 8:28-30; 
Matthew 13:44-52. 


Human activity is so often motivated by 
selfishness that this carries over into our relationship 
with God. We want what we want and not what He 
wants. What a striking contrast with the divine 
initiative, which lavishes His love upon us, a love we 
seldom ask for and deserve even less. 


Solomon is a bit of an exception, as we see in our 
reading from First Kings. The son of David reigned 
from about 961-922 B.C., and we find him at the 
beginning of his reign, although in its final form our 
account dates from about the sixth century before 
Christ. 


THE LORD VISITS Solomon in a dream and 
promises the young king anything he asks for. 
Solomon doesn’t name the obvious things so many 
of us would wish for under the same set of circum- 
stances—wealth, long life, even death to his 
enemies—but simply for the wisdom and under- 
standing to distinguish right from wrong and to 
govern God’s people justly. 


It is this humble request which pleases the Lord so 
much that He rewards Solomon with wisdom and 
understanding that will have no equal. Solomon will 
have such a profound effect upon Israel that some of 
the Bible’s wisdom literature will be ascribed to him. 
He is not necessarily the source, although he may be 
the authority behind it. 


We continue with our readings from Romans, 
and this time we deal with the mighty themes of call, 
election, predestination and justification, words 
which have resulted in more misunderstanding than 
perhaps any others in the New Testament. 


OF THIS MUCH we can be certain: those He 
has called, God has loved from the very beginning, 


predestining them to share the very image of His 


Son, who is the first-born from the dead. 


We receive this: ‘‘image’’ in the waters of baptism, 
made brothers and sisters to Christ who is the very 
image of the Father, so that when the Father looks 
upon the baptized, He truly sees His own children, 
made in the image of the Son who Himself is the 
image of the Father. 


St. Paul is certain of a providence which governs 
and unites all of creation, and which ‘‘makes all 
things work together for the good of those who love 
Him.’’ Having been called by God, how willing are 
we to place ourselves entirely in His hands as the 
divine plan unfolds? 


Our Gospel concludes the reading of the’ 
thirteenth chapter of Matthew which began three 
weeks ago. We have the last of three parables — two 
if the short form is used — dealing with the Kingdom : 
of God. 


THERE ISN’T ANYONE who wouldn’t 
sacrifice all he has to gain an earthly treasure, yet 
God offers us a reward which transcends the created . 
order, and the takers are few and far between. We 
will sacrifice everything for the rewards of this . 
world, but are so slow to take up the challenge of 
God’s call. 


But Jesus warns of the judgment to come, when 
the wicked will be hurled into the ‘‘fiery furnace.’’ 
God’s justice demands this; we, however, really pass 
judgment upon ourselves by the things we do in this © 
life. The Last Day will confirm what we have; 
already done.

Secret bishop dies 

VATICAN CITY (NC)— A 
secretly ordained Romanian 
bishop who for more than 32 
years worked as if he were only a 
parish priest died July 16 at his 
parish in Tirgu-Jiu, Romania, 
Vatican Radio said. 

Bishop Joan Duma, who was 
ordained a bishop secretly in 
1949, would have been 85 in 
November, and was a Conventual 

' Franciscan and titular bishop of 
Giuliopoli. 
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Circus is priest’s parish 


Bishop Anthony Bevilacqua of 
Brooklyn, N.Y., who has been 
charged by the U.S. bishops’ con- 
ference to oversee the work of the 
Pontifical Commission for Peoples on 
the Move. 


‘People think circus life is very 
glamorous,’’ said Father David, “‘but 
the hours are very long, the work is 
very hard, and it calls for a great 
measure of self-sufficiency to accom- 
modate to this kind of life.’’ 


FATHER DAVID’S job is simply _ 


‘to be a priest to my people,’’ and in 
addition to his formal duties he makes 
sure that he is always available to talk, 
to listen, or just to be there, whether 
backstage during a performance, in 
the staging areas where the animals 
are kept, or visiting the circus train 
where many of the employees eat and 
sleep; a number of the artists, he said, 
travel, like him, in their own trailers 
as the circus makes its way across the 
country. 

“Family life is very strong among 
our-people, and the children are espe- 
cially well-behaved,’’ he said. ‘“They 
know that everything depends on how 
well they obey their-parents during a 
performance, and this carries over 
into everything they say and do.”’ 

A circus fan from the age of five, 
Father David grew up in Sussex, 
England, leaving home at 14 to join 
the merchant marines. He entered the 
seminary in France, and escaped the 
Nazi occupation of that country by 
two days. He was ordained in London 


‘in 1940, and came to the’ United 


States in 1957 to be the pastor of a 
French-speaking community in 
Massachusetts. : 

FROM THERE he went to New 
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York City, serving both in a Spanish- 
speaking parish and then on the 
waterfront, before finally joining the 
circus as its resident chaplain, where 
the need for a priest who would share 
their hard, rigorous life was a critical 
one. 


Father David, like the closeknit 
circus family he is now a part of, has 
no permanent address, and says he 
loves the freedom it brings. The 
greatest reward for him as a priest is 


helping his parishioners experience 
their Catholic faith, at times under 
difficult circumstances. 


At 69 Father David Hennesey is 
very much at home in his clerical 
collar and straw hat among the 
animal cages, clowns and acrobats 
that make up his parish on wheels. 
‘““These are wonderful, hard-working, 
God-fearing people who are my 
family,’’ he said, ‘‘and I hope to be 
on the road with them for many years 
to come.”’ 


Peace and justice forum meets

How can a parish respond to world 
hunger, the conflict in El Salvador, 
the needs of senior citizens, or poverty 
and crime in San Diego? More than 
50 persons met last month to deter- 
mine concrete possibilities for action 
on’ these and other problems. The 
occasion was the second Diocesan 
Peace and Justice Forum, which 
offered a dozen workshops on a wide 
range of issues given by persons 
directly involved in these areas. 


The forum, called ‘‘From Issues to 
Action,’’ was designed to give repre- 
sentatives from the 39 parish peace 
and justice commissions in the diocese 
ideas—and confidence—on how to 
become involved in global issues, such 
as the nuclear arms race, as well as 
issues affecting nearly all parishes, 


-such as problems faced by the 


disabled. 


REV. JAMES Hannan, chaplain 
for the County Jail, and Margaret 
Blazi, a Catholic Worker, described 
how parishes could become involved 
in spiritual ministry to prisoners or in 
assisting newly released prisoners 
make the difficult adjustment to 


society. Val Scott, director of the - 
diocesan Department on Aging, told 
how individuals could train to visit the 
institutionalized elderly. Father 
Michael Kennedy, pastor of Christ 
the King Church, encouraged people 
to go beyond service to the immediate 
needs of individuals and organize the 
community to affect more lasting 
structural change, as is currently 
being done in Southeast San Diego. 


A number of parishes are already  * 


involved in many of the issues 
described at the forum, and some 
parish peace and justice commissions 
are very active. A number of people at 
the forum expressed frustration in 
initiating social justice programs, . 
especially the difficulty of gaining 
support from priests and the general 
parish community. 


As Father Gary Rye pointed out - 
during the closing liturgy, however, 
the most difficult problem. in 
promoting social justice is not the 
development of programs, but 
ensuring that we promote peace and 
justice in our own lives and in our 
own relationships.

Jakubowski said she had told the 
police, ‘‘The church does not belong 
to the city. It belongs to us people. We 
paid for it for the last 60 years.”’

She said that, although member- 
ship in the parish had dropped to 250 
in recent years, people who lived else- 
where came to the church and 
supported it. ‘‘We' never had to 


borrow from the archdiocese,’’ she 
said, adding that $155,000 in the 
parish account had gone to the arch- 
diocese. 


Father Halfpenny confirmed that 
the parish was self-supporting and 
that its assets had become the 
property of the archdiocese. He said 
church law applied throughout the 
world requires that the assets of a 
parish which ceases to exist become

THE FINAL decision on Imma- 
culate Conception parish was made 
by retired Cardinal John Dearden in 
his last official act as archbishop.

from the sacraments of initiation.”’ 
Baptism and confirmation are the 
sacraments of initiation. This 
response to the call to serve ‘‘requires 
no formal action on the part of eccle- 
siastical authority,’’ the committee 
said. 

AT THEIR March 24-26 meeting 
in Washington the 46 bishops on the 
NCCB_ Administrative Committee 
also approved the circulation among 
the NCCB-USCC staff of a paper by 
the Committee on Doctrine, The 
Concept of: Ministry. 

The Administrative Committee 
postponed a decision on whether or 
not to publish the 105-page paper. 

The paper ‘discussed: 

e The meaning of ‘‘ministry’’ as 
the term was used in the Scriptures 
and during the history of the Church. 

e The use of the term in the docu- 
ments of the Second Vatican Council, 
in documents issued by Pope Paul VI, 


and in documents issued by: various 
bishops’ conferences. : 


e The use of the term in the 
modern Church at large, in Protest- 
ant writings, newspaper and 


magazine articles, articles by Scrip-" 


ture scholars, theological writings, 
and ecumenical writings. 


The Committee on Doctrine said: 
‘‘While consistency in NCCB-USCC 
use of ‘ministry’ has value, it is pre- 
mature to attempt a precise definition 
of the word. A rush to judgment 
would only-disrupt discussion of the 
serious theological problems. which 
definition raises.”’ ‘ 


The committee noted that the term 
‘‘ministry’’ is often used on a broad 
sense today to refer to everything 
from celebrating the Eucharist and 
preaching to visiting the elderly and 
resettling refugees. The definition of 
the term will also tend to expand, the 
committee said, unless that tendency 
is checked.

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At Eucharistic Congress 


Sunday Mass attendance urged 


By Msgr. John P. Foley 

LOURDES, France (NC)— Weekly participa- 
tion in Sunday Mass was urged by Cardinal 
Bernardin Gantin, papal legate to the 42nd Interna- 
tional Eucharistic Congress (July 16-23), during the 
eucharistic liturgy telecast July 19 throughout 
Europe. 

The liturgy ok place on “the plain facing the 
grotto where the Blessed Virgin Mary appeared to 
St. Bernadette 123 years ago. 

BEFORE A CONGREGATION of about 
30,000, including about 2,500 priests and almost 
400 bishops, Cardinal Gantin stressed the need for 
thanksgiving to God and asked: ‘*What place does 
the Sunday eucharistic assembly have in your 

lives?’ | 

In the spiritual capital 
of a nation where only one 
out of five baptized 
Catholics assists at 
Sunday Mass regularly, 
Cardinal Gantin said: ‘‘It 
~ was unthinkable for the 
first Christians to neglect 
this assembly of baptized 
persons on the very day 
which recalled every week 
-Christ’s resurrection, and 
thus called the day of the 
Lord. 


“Tt was indispensable 


Cardinal Gantin scattered in a world which 


was mainly pagan, to strengthen their Christian 
identity and their unity around Christ, His word 
and His bread,’’ continued Cardinal Gantin-in a 
homily delivered in French, English, Spanish, and 
Italian. 

‘““FOR A LONG TIME the Church did not need 


. to speak about obligation and law as the weekly par- 


ticipation was taken so much for granted,’’ Cardinal 
Gantin concluded. “Every Sunday we are God’ s 
guests. May -His spirit inspire us to give thanks.’ 

The outdoor Sunday liturgy took place on the a 
full sunny day during a rain-soaked week. 

The rain, which further dampened the pists of 
congréss participants already disappointed in the 
inability of Pope John Paul II to attend, forced 
cancellation of an outdoor liturgy of the word on 
July 18 and cut down attendance at other outdoor 
ceremonies as sudden downpours sent t participants 
scurrying for cover. 

CARDINAL GANTIN referred to the absence of 
the pope when he arrived at Lourdes July 16: 

“°We all know the shocking action which keeps the 
pope physically distant from us. But this serious 
wound injuring the torn body of our father and 
letting flow forth his blood puts us in contact and in 
communion with his suffering, and with such a 
fullness that his absence is transformed into a lively 
presence.”’

eucharistic congresses. 

‘It was fitting to mark the centenary of these 
eucharistic congresses started in France at Lille in 
1881, and it was most fitting to choose Lourdes, 
which has already hosted them several times,’’ the 
cardinal said. 

RECALLING THE WORK ofa laywoman, 
Emilie Tamisier of Tours, France, in organizing the 
first congress, Cardinal Gantin said: 

‘‘Conscious of the fact that the Eucharist was the 
heart of the Church, she wanted Christians to 
proclaim publicly and with strength their faith in 
Christ present in the Eucharist and to come back to 
Him.”’ 

On July 17 more than 5,000 young peo- 
ple—members of the Eucharistic Movement for 
the Young—heard Cardinal Gantin voice the plea 
of Pope John Paul for generosity in responding to 
vocations to the priesthood and religious life. 

Cardinal Gantin said that Pope John Paul had 
asked him to say: ‘‘The Eucharist is necessary for 
the Church, priests are necessary in order to have 
the Eucharist.”’ 

THE POPE WANTS young men interested in 
Jesus and the Eucharist to consider this invitation 
from Christ to follow Him as priests, Cardinal 
Gantin told the cheering young people. 

Another speaker at the congress was Cardinal 
Emmanuel Nsubuga of Kampala, Uganda, who 
asked for greater reverence toward the Eucharist. 

Speaking before a congregation of more than 
2,500, Cardinal Nsubuga said that priests from 
Uganda are scandalized when they travel to other 
continents and see priests celebrating Mass sitting

Whither the fault? 


By Michael Gallagher 


NEW YORK (NC)— The Rev. 
Jerry Falwell, whose Moral Majority 
organization is the best-known 
member of the Coalition for Better 
Television, predicted some time ago 
that there would be a need to launch 
the ultimate weapon of a boycott 
against comipanies sponsoring shows 
deemed objectionable by the 
coalition. 


No smart businessman goes out of 


his way looking for trouble. And so, 


Falwell argued, sponsors would surely

-coalition has won, 


see the light once they realized that 
they were running the risk of alien- 
ating a significant portion of the 
buying public. 

EVENTS, OF COURSE, have 


proven Falwell right. Beginning with 


Proctor and Gamble, the major tele- 
vision stations have met with the 
coalition and expressed what I 


presume is the Protestant equivalent - 


of sincere contrition and a firm 
purpose of amendment. And _ the 


coalition has called off, or at least * 


postponed, its threatened boycott. 


So, despite the television industry’s 
protestations of defiance, despite the 
labor of innumerable public relation 
consultants churning out speech after 
speech meant to make various 
and vice 
presidents sound like Patrick Henry 
before the Virginia Legislature, the 
if not the war, at 
least’ an easy victory in this first 
confrontation. 

How different will prime-time 
commercial television be in the fall 
because of all this, I wonder? Will it 
be less objectionable? It all depends 
on what you object to. I’m sure that 
the sexual titillation dial will be 
turned down to a noticeable degree, 
and the violence one, too, if less 
noticeably. But will prime-time tele- 
vision be any less banal? Will it be 
any less materialistic, both in its 
program content and in the products 
it tries to make us want even if we 
never before realized we needed 


, them? What do you think? 


LET ME ASK one _ further 
question: Is television — good, bad, or 
indifferent — really having the radical 
effect upon our young people that 


friends and foes alike seem to be 
claiming for it? 

Robert Coles, the child psycho- 
logist and author of Children of Crisis, 
says the major networks are 
purveyors of trash, and asks why the 
kids sit and stare at those shows. 


They do it, of course, because all 
the other kids do it, because there’s 
nothing else to do, and _ because 
they’ve gotten into the habit of doing 
it. And because their parents lack 
either the will or the means to make 
them behave any differently. 


Television is regularly blamed as 
one of the elements breaking down 
family life, but, for a _ particular 
family, a considerable breakdown has 
to precede the pernicious effect of tele- 
vision. Otherwise why would the 
parents leave their young children so. 
unsupervised, so thrown on their own 
resources for such long tion ie of 
time? 


OFTEN, SAYS Coles, both 
parents are away from home, working 
to keep up with the bills they’re 
incurring in an attempt to provide 
what they think of as a better life for 
themselves and their children. When 
they're home and ready to unwind, 
‘‘they eat too much; they drink too 
much; they watch a lot of television.’’ 


Even if networks radically altered 
their programming for the better—a 
consumation devoutly to be doubt- 
ed — how much would that change the 


essential (existential) situation of 
children such as these? 
Reality, ‘‘real’’ reality, as opposed 


to the vicarious reality of television, is 
still, according to Coles, the dominant 


~ influence upon our children and upon 


ourselves as well. I fail to see how 
anybody could disagree. Thus if 
American families are falling apart, if 


children are no longer honoring their _ 


parents, the fault lies not in our 


cathode tubes but in ourselves.
